SILVER BULLION AS A BASIS 
FOR CIRCULATION. 


How John Jay Knox Proposes to 
Use the Sarplus Silver 
and Provide for Its 
luture.

NEW Yors, Jan. 6.—[By the Absociated 
Press.| Jotin Jay Knox has prepared a bill, 
which be will have introduced in Congress 
soon, the principsl object of which is to 
provide for the use of silver buliion a3 a 
basis for national bank circulation. ‘The 
bill provides that after the passage of the 
act every pational bank shall be authorized 
to issue circulating notes in amount not ex- 
ceeding 75 percent. of its authorized issue. 
This circulation shall be secured by United 
S bonds, or at the option of each bank 


one-half. of said 75 per cent. may be secured 
by deposit with the treasurer, under reguia- 
tions to be prescribed by the Secretary of: 
the ‘Treasury, of gold coin or bullion or sil- 
ver bullion atcurrent market price. Whea- 
ever the market or cash value of bullion and 
United States bonds deposited is reduced 
below the amount of circulation issued, the 
Comptroller of the Currency may demand 
aud receive the amount of such deprecia- 
tion in other bullion. or in = or silver

Mr. Knox, in explaining the provis- 
ons of the bill, said it is _ esti- 
mated that lost and unredeemed national 
bank notes amount to at least 1 per cent. 
during every 20 years, but only one-half of 
the amount estimated to be lost is to be 
placed to the credit of the safety fund to 
cover 5U per cent. of the circulation not se- 
cured-by bonds or bullion. 1t is not neces- 
sary,liowever,that this appropriation should 
be used for the safety fund, if serlous ob- 
on are made, as the tax on the circu- 
ation, which amounted in 1889 to $1,410,351, 
i3 abundant for creating and maintaining a 
sufficient fund for the absolute redemption 
of 30 per cent, of all issues of all national 
banks. The Comptroller’s report for 18389 
shows that during the last 25 years the to- 
tal circulation of insolvent bank notes each 
year, on the average, was $600,000, 50 per 
cent. of which would be $180,000. ‘The tax 
on circulation last year was uearly eight 
times the amount of the safety fund re- 
quired, If the circulation is increased the 
tax will be corresponding!y increased, so 
that the afmount to be added annually to 
the safety fund from it, is, without doubt, 
abundantly sufficient to provide for 50 per 
cent. of all the insolv@nt banks of the 
country. 

The profit on circulation under this prop- 
osition would not be large, but it would be 
suflicient to induce many, if not ali, of the 
smatier national banks to deposit silver 
bullion and take out circulation. Mr. Knox 
estimates that at the end of the next 20 
years, or at the date of payment of the 4 per 
cent. bonds in 1902, the safety tund would 
have accumulated at least $25,000,000, so 
that from. that time onward a sufficient 
amount of national bank circulation would 
remain permanently ig existence, well se- 
cured by gold and sil bullion and suf- 
ficiently profitable to make the present 
amount ef Uhited States notes to respond. 
to the demands of the business of the coun- 
trv. It weuld also give the banks inthe 
West, as wel! as in the East, who have confi- 
dence in the future vaiue of silver, an op- 

rtunity to iavest in that metal, and he be-

OIL EXPLOSION, 


Fatal Accident in a Standard Oil 
Refinery.

THE MAYOR SENDS IN NEW 
YHAR GRELWLINGS. 


His Honor Talks From the Shoulder— 
It is Strongly Intimated That the- 
Law Has Been Violated—A Ke- 
trenchment Meeting—A Batch of 
New Busincss. 


The. City Council met yesterday 
morning in regular weekly session, with 
President Frankenfield and Council- 
men Bonsall, Shafer, Hamilton, Brown, 
Van Dusen, McLain, Summerland and 
Wirsching present. 

Mayor Hazard returned without his 
approval the demands for the remodel- 
ing and furnishing of the old City Hall 
with the following message: 

To the Honorable Council of the City 
of Los Angetes: Lreturn herewith with- 
-out my approval the accompanying dem inds 
amounting to over $3700, being claims 
against the city for labor and materials 
furnished in remodeling and refitting the 
old City Hail, because of the illegal manner 
in which this work has been ordered to be 
done. On August 14, 1889, the Board of 
Police Commissioners “requested that they 
be authorized to refit, refurnish and remodel! 
said quarters for the ‘convenience of the 
Aeparunent, including w receiving hospital 
‘and offices for the Police Surgeon.” 
lnustead of authorizing this commis- 
siom,.to perform this work, your: 
honorable body on August 19th returned 
to said board the reply that “the matter was 
ordered to be done under the supervision of 
the Committee on Public Buiidings,” but it 
does not appear that it was done under this. 
supervision. Un September 19th the said 
commission advised your honorable Dody 
that a general plan of remodeling the 
building had been agreed upon, and we re- 
spectfully recommend that an architect be 
employed to dra’t plans and specifications 
for said work, and that the same be adver- 
tised for competitive bids forthe period of 
10 days, etc. To this I:st request of said 
board your honorable body has not seen fit 
to make any reply, but has gone on and 
bad this work done without any architec 
without any bids, without any contract, an 
without any ordinance authorizing the 
saine as required by the charter. The ordi- 
nary precaution taken in all cases in the 
absence of acontr.ct seems to have been 
overlooked, as the Building Committee has 
not certified to the correctuess of a single 
one of these bills. ‘Take, for, instance, the 


one of 5S. Adams for $215.75 for 
painting. it des not shuw who 
employed Mr. Adams, but his = ac- 


count rather shows that he employed 
the painters himself and kept the only ac- 
count.we have of the same, which does not 
give the name of asingle person that per- 
formed this painting, and no one in the em- 
ploy of the city certifies to the correctness 
of the account or any part of it, and still 
the same has been approved by your honor- 
able body.

San . Francisco Lawyers Taking 
Testimony in This City—The In- 
side Facts About the Mysterious 
Will— What Frank Cherry 

Knows Aboiit the 


Possibly no cause which has ever 
been tried in this State has developed 
lore public interest than the Blythe 
Will case, at present occupying the at- 
teution of Probate Judge Coffey in 

Sin Francisco. 

As will be remembered, the struggle 
is for the possession of a piece of. prop- 
erty lying between Geary, Market and 
Dupont streets, in San Francisco. It 
is centrally located, and the rents from 
this parcel alone amount to .several 
thousand dollars monthly. Blythe also 
possessed divers other interests,’ mak- 
ing his estate valued at several million 
dollars, 

Shortly after his demise, in April, 
1888, Alice Edith Dickinson, claimed 
to be the widow of Thomas H. Blythe. 
She took his name; sent invitations to 
her friends to attend her “late hus- 
band’s burial,” and by every means in 
her power, left. no avenue closed by 
which she could mg: secure his 
vast possessions. Little Florence Wil- 
mot also came over from England 
about this time Grandpa 
-and she, too, thought that she should 
have the estate. e is now 6 years 
of age, and she claims that she 
is the daughter of the deceased 
millionaire. It is her claim that in 
1873, when Blythe was in Europe, th at 
he seduced her mother under the prom- 
ise of marriage. That in due time she 
was boPh, apd that on several occa- 
sions he acknowledged her to be his 
heir. Itis her suit against all of the other 
tlaimants which is at present on trial. 

ext in the line of claimants come the 
Savages of London, who claim to be 
the next of kin of the deceased. These 
claimants, seven or eight in number, 
Bis alleged cousins of Thomas H. 

lythe. Their theory is that Morris 
and Eleanor Savage had born to them 
in London three children — James 
avage, alias Thomas H. Blythe, 
ichael and Johanna—the claimants 
iug children of the last twee 
hamed. These contestants aver 
that Blythe was convicted of a petty} » 
offense when.a-boy in England, and 
that he was transported to a foreign 
land in consequence. It is claimed 
that Blythe and James Savage are one 
and the same person; that he was 
born amid the fogs of London, of hon- 
est parents, and that there was no 
blot on the tamily escutcheon until he 
placed it there. His father was a plas- 
terer, and James helped him at his 
trade uutil he was 15 years old. At 
this period he was a little gray, as he 
always was in later life, and he feil in 
with a little siren, in short petticoats 
and red stockings, who induced him to 
' go into an iron molder’s shop and steal 
a cruet-stand, and he was sent to Van 
Dieman’s Land for seven years..The 
disgrace brought upon the family was 
s0 great that his father died 
of a broken heart a few months 
later, and his mother soon fol- 
lowed.

Daring the progress of the trial in 
ern metropolis the different 
alleged heirs have proved—that is, if 
the evidence is to be believed—that 
Savage had about one hundred parents 
and that he first saw the light of day 
in fifty different places.

This appeared to be very strange 
coincidence to the Timxs reporter, and 
he accordingly started out ona tour 
finvestigation.

It was learned posi- 
tivély by the reporter last evening 
that by the provisions of the will 
Blythe left all his millions, save about 
$300,000, to his daughter, Florence, the 
present contestant. Ilalf of the re- 
serve—$150,000—he bequeathed to 
charitable institutions. The balance 
he left in small portions to friends. By 
the will ‘‘Alice Edith Dickinson is left 
$20,000.” She is referred to as his 
‘adopted niece.”’ 

It is claimed by those who know that 
Alice Edith was not satisfied with the 
amount left to her. She decided to 
claim to be Blythe’s wife and get all 
the estate, or none at all. ‘To do this, 
Cherry claims that Alice Edith could 
not have the will referring to her as his 
adopted niece probated. It is Cherry’s 
claim that she burned the will. At 
any rate, he holds what purports to be 
a copy taken in the presence of his 
wife. 

Florence Blythe’s attorneys are 
allowing Alice Edith to expose all the 
testimony she has, and at the proper 
time they will produce Cherry and_ his 
wife and explode the bombshell, which 
will scatter the different heirs into as 

many climes as Blythe -has_ birth- 
places. 

Mr. Cherry is not a legatee under the 
copy ofthe alleged will which he holds, 
and no reason can at present be shown 
to discredit his story.

CLIMATE AND COMMON SENSE. 


One occasionally hears complaints 
from eastern people who have come to 
Southern California for their health 
that. the climate has not done them so 
much good ‘as they had been led to ex- 


| pect that it would. 


In nine cases out of ten, the cause of 
this lack of improvement lies not in 
the climate; but in the invalid. 

There is a very general misconception 
among outsiders regarding the climate 
of Southern California. Many believe 
it to possess a more than semi-tropic 
temperature. They seem to think that 
one may comfortably spend the night, 
during the greater part of the year, in 


bammock, under a tree. Upon ar- 


riving here, they are surprised to find 
that a double blanket is necessary for 
comfort, almost every night in the 
year, and in winter two pairs. ie 

Itis not at all extraordinary’ that 
strangers should acquire such mistaken 
ideas regarding the climate of this sec- 
tion, when our own people do not ap- 
pear to thoroughly understand it, to 
judge, at least,from the manner in 
which they build. Arrangements for 
Warming rooms are, as a rule, con- 
spicuous by their absence, whereas, in 
this climate, a cheerful open Hre—or 
at least a serviceable stove—should be 
found in every room, for winter use. 
Even during the spring and fall, the

On the contrary, there is a 
great difference between the climates 
of the coast, the interior -valleys and 
the mountains—a difference which it is 
of prime importance for the invalid to 
understand. In taking medicine, the 
patient is careful to follow directions. 
He should display at least as much 
care in making a “‘climate cure’”’ if he 
expects to benefit by it. 

There isenough climate in Southern 
California and of a sufficiently health- 
giving character to insure recovery to 
all invalids who are not hopelessly 
sick, provided always they mix com- 


mon sense with it. 


AN OFFICIAL’ BLUNDER. 


Our Washington telegrams report 
that the name of W. H. Seamans, for 
Register of the United States Land 
Office at Los Angeles, was included 
in a a batch of Presidential appoint- 
ments sent to the Senate yesterday for 
confirmation. This was one of the 
‘slate’ appointments agreed upon by 
the California delegation some time 
since—one that Tne Times has said, 
and now repeats, was not a fit appoint- 
ment to be made. Why? Because Mr, 
Seamans does not occupy a position in 
this community, in business, in poli- 
tics, or in the Republican party that 
entitles him, above hundreds of other 
Republicans, to the distinction con- 
ferred. There are so many deserving 
Republicans in the district who are the 
superiors of Mr. Seamans in brains, 
standing, capacity, party service and 
general: availability for public office, 
that we think some oneof them should 
have been preferred to him, both as a 
matter of justice and of party ex- 
pediency.

The House Code of Rules, | 


Jan. 6.—Although the 


Tlouse Committee on Rules has not held a 
session during the recess, Speaker Reed, 
who is its oflicial chairman, has had drafted 
a code of rules for the government of the 
House during the coming session.

RARE FLOWERS. 


MOND NURSERY. 


Some of the Floral Beautics That 
May Be Seen — Roses By the 
-Thousands—A Splendid Variety 
of Plants, 


A visit to the Raymond nurseries 
should not be missed by tourists win- 
tering here, or by Pasadenians who 
have not thought 1t worth their while 
to pass a morning looking over the 
place. Probably no finer collection of 
flowers or -plants, either for their 
rarity or numbers, can be found else- 
where in the State. 

. Under the management of Mr. C..H. 
Hovey, who has been eminently suc- 
cessful in growing rare floral and plant 
specimens, a seed store has been fitted 
up on Columbia street, near its inter- 
section with Fair Oaks avenue, form- 
ing an important branch of the Nursery 
Company’s business. The store has 
been made first-class in all its appoint- 
ments, and is thoroughly equipped 
with every variety of flower and vege- 
table seeds. Tne business is‘condueted 
on principles gained after an experi- 
enoe of 50 years inthe Kast. All the 
seeds are brought from the East or im- 

orted trom toreign countries, only the 

est varieties and the latest novelties 
being purchased. As a result pur- 
chasers can be assured of growing a 
superior line of vegetables and of 
baving their lawns ornamented with 
everything that is new in plants and 
flowers. | 

Another branch of the business is 
the cut flower department. Here a 
specialty is made of novel floral de- 
signs tor weduings and funerals, all of 
which are prepared under the direc- 
tion of one'specially skilled in the 
work. This department now has-to 
work on 5000 violets and 6000 roses, all 
in full bloom, to say nothing. of the 
multitude of carnations. Over 2000 
roses, of late variety and recently re- 
ceived from Europe, have just been 
planted. Several greenhouses are 
filled alone with roses, and thus the 
flowers are kept proof against damage 
from rain and frost. 

The visitor cannot but be impressed 
with the magnificent collection of 
cineraria. Mr. Hovey claims that the 
collection is the largest ever seen in 
California, or in the East, for that 
matter. There are cyclamen to the 
number of 500 or more, and primroses 
in great variety, including a number 
of rare specimeus of the Chinese prim- 


rose. 

One of the greenhouses on the land 
of the company, lying to the east of the 
hotel, is filled with tropical plants and 
ferns. Specially to be noted are 300 
palms of recent planting and rare 
variety, and numerous specimens of 
the maiden’s-hair fern, recently 
brought from the South Sea Isiands. 


azalias, lately imported from Europe. 
while near by may be seen several hun- 
dred poinsettias of-scarlet_brilliancy, 
and a splendid collection of camellias. 

In frames for flowering in March 
there are a thousand hyacinths, tulips 
and other Dutch bulbs. Among the 
roses there is one house filled solely 
with the PapaGutier variety. Another 
house contains ‘Brides and nearly 2000 
American beauties, a new and mag- 
nificent rose of arich, deepred. Not 


Luizet, a rich pink rose, and as many 


{of the Uirich Brunner species, another 


new rose, About eight acres are de- 
‘voted exclusively to the cultivation of 
cut flowers. : 

The attention of the now enthusi- 
astic visitor is next directed to large 
collections of amaryllis, new French 
cannas and new geraniums. ,There 
are a number of very rare ofchids, 
among them being phcelanopsis, den- 
drobiums, !clias, cymbidiums, cypre- 
diums and odontogbossums. An ad- 
joining house is filled with rare ferns 
of endless varieties. . 

Along the hotel! driveways are thou- 
sands of annuals of nearly every known 
species. The beds in Iront of the 
south’ veranda are planted impretty 
designs with callas, poinsettias and 
vincas. Among the rare plants on the 
grounds that attract attention isa 
magnificent specimen of the auralia 
paparacea, or Chinese rice paper plant, 
which is now in full bloom; also the 
Egyptian paper plant, cyperus papyrus. 
Among the rare tropical fruits are the 
‘tamarind, custard apple, alligator pear, 
mangoes, pawraws, etc. 

The varieties of camellias deserve 
special: mention, and are alone worth 
seeing. They are seedlings of Ameri- 
can origin, raised by the late C. M. 
Hovey, and are far ahead of any ot the 
Japanese varieties. 7 

Mr. Hovey gives his undivided per- 
sonal attention to the care of all the 
nursery company’s property, and sees 
to it that the business keeps fully 
abreast with the times. Flowers can 
be bought here at prices that are about 
one-third of those asked in the Eastern 
States, while many of the species 
grown here are not obtainable at any 
price further East. One of the chiet 
attractions of the Raymond Hotel are 
the splendid floral ornamentations of 
its grounds, and Pasadena is to be con- 


suck a nursery in charge of a man so 
eflicient as is Mr. Hovey.
